Tin Athmpt to Blow m thx Fbioatb 
Mis.tisoTA.— Under date of April a special 
correspondent writes from Norfolk, Vu., to 
tbe Philadelphia Iuqttirer: 

No one but a traitor most vile could con- 
ceive or execute a deed so busc as the one 
which was af.eniotod tMs morning upon tbe 
Minnesota, tbe U.u-ship of tho biuckaiiag 
squadron, staiiuncd at the mouth of Jimej 
river.

instant afterwards the Minnesota experienced 
a ttf mendons phoctc. Men were thrown vio- 
lently out of tbeir hammocks, and bails and 
shells rolled fiom where they wero stored 
Tbe crockery ware was all shattered into in- 
numtiable trBgmentp. Tho force of the con- 
cussion was so ereat that it pprnog somo of 
the timberd aua started tho decks slightly out

The torpedo »as placed amidship, and was 
not properly adjusted. Had it been rightly 
find to the vessel, there can be no doabt that 
it would have bten blown to atoms, aud the 
hundreds ot noconscbus, sleeping men hurled 
into etetaity without, the least warning.

Mr. Cox said: 

Mr. Speaker: I presume that the principal 
object of my colleague (Mr. S:hen«k) in 
pressing this bill, anil which he avowed tho j 
otter day, is an economical one. Ho di3- ! 
claimed having any intention to strike at aay \ 
rnrticnlar officer or officers. I am bouad to' ' 
accept his disclaimer. The remarks I have to | 
tfferwill indicate the effect of tbe bill upon 
certain officers of the army. 

Sometime ago this House passed a refla- 
tion inquiring of the War Department what 
generel officers were unemp'oyed, and what 
general officers were employed, in duties be- 
low their grade. To that the War Dsoirt- 
ment made reply. I have it before me. Kxe- 
cn'ive Documtnt No. 5. I have analyzed 
nnd classified it. I find thct twenty Major- 
Generals and forty-seven Brigadier-Generals 
are relieved from service, or were at that tim» 
relieved, making in all sixty-seven officers. 
One thing will strike every gsntleman, and 
that is this: all of these officers with the ex- 
ception of twenty-two, are reported as em- 
ployed in some service, valuable service, 
thoughitmay bo below their rank. Some are 
employed as agents for prisoners, commissa- 
riep, quartermasters, acd upon courts-martial, 
and many as superintendents of denote lor 
drafted and enlisted men. All tbe officers 
enumerated "in this report are actively and 
usefully employed, except twen'y-two. This 
fact lessens the force ef my colleague's 
economic argumeat. 

Although three officers are employed in 
EttTice not equal to their rank, yet they are 
rendering very faithful aud indiep'Jnjabie ser- 
vice to the Government, which would have 
to be rendered by same ^>ne else, perhaps by 
cffict rs of inferior ability as well an grade. 
Tbe Government has its fall consideration for 
their tervice; and tbero is no question of 
economy as to tbem. . A3 to the rest, the ques- 
tion of economy can be settled by ths Presi- 
dent, vtbo has il ia his power, without our 



action, to dismiss thesa officer; and strike I ] 



ingly let die." Those triumphs which are 
unstaiusd by blood hava been to few and 
eiiinel la this and other wars that among the 
good they involuntarily invoke the choicest 
approbation of the human heart and intellect. 
So few and signal are they that I rjtizht be 
pardoned for imagining that even the Priaeo 
of Peace himrelf would condescend to bedew 
with something of bis own grace, aad conse- 
crate to a noble destiny that martial genius 
which achieves its victories without the effu- 
sion of fraternal blood. They antedate that 
millennial day — that holy time which seems 
so distant to our mortal View — when the 
"music of tbo world's accord'' shall displace 
the harsh clangor of arms, and its sweet jr

"Shall awetl from shore to aiiore : 

One hope, on- flits, one love restore 
Tbe seamleas robe that Jesus wore." 

The heroism which brings such paioleis, 
wotindleee, deathless, all mc.rciiul, all loving 
results, is crowned with a cbaplet frwraai 
forever with tho white flowers of peace! 

Now, to dismiss an officer who had been 
thanked with ehcI: l-.m i!u', expressive, and 
truthful praise as Genera! McCIellan was 
(banktd by Congress, is not on!y unmilitary 
and nrjust, but a reproach to the preceding 
Congress which I am unwilling to allow. If 
we were wrong then, let thero bo at least 
some icquiry into the justice or injustice of 
cur encomium. 

Me.ny of these effljers who are to be dis- 
honored by this bill haTe »ot only impaired 
or lost their fortunes, butbtive imperilled life 
and limb while serving the Republic against 
tbe great rebellion. This bill proposes by a 
sweeping clsuse to retire them from service 
without many ol them having adequate moans 
at this time to take care of their families. 

I do cot know what may bo the wishca of 
other Generals who are to be degraded by this 
bill, but this I know, that gentlemen on the 
otbtr side have it cot in their power to de- 
grade General McClellac, even if it ba their 
intention to attempt it. He is above their 
attaults. I wish it distinctly understood that ! 
in cpeakicg as I do I do not plead for him. 
He does cot ask any favors from the other 
side of the Hoaseor nam the Administration. .' 
His labors and deeds are historic, and beloug I 
to a better tribunal than a partisan Congress 
Of a party pree". 

Mr. Speaker, my eollcaguo (Mr. Scheack) 
tbe ether day, when 1 opposed tho immediate 
pastage ot the bill, lhaught I desired a chance 
to make a speech for General McUlellan. I 
assure him that that was no! my initiation 
at all, acd tbat it is cot my intention now. 
Ttcie was no necessity for il then, nor is 
tht re ecy now. All that I have said or desire 
to Esy is called for by tbo bill intredace-i by 
my colleagne, which strikes at Gen. McClel- 
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Ibem from the pay roll. But, as I understand 
the matter, eTen. if the President should do 
tbif, the Government will only save about 
tbrte hundred thousand dollars per annum by 
tbis measure — tke salaries of abou: twelve 
officers — a sum for a year not o&e-tenth of 
wbet is required to carry on tbi3 Administra- 
tion for a single day I One or two of these 
relieved officers have sUffj. Geu. Fremont 
baa fcur of his staff with biaa now. . 
lau bos none of bis st&fi'. 

Of these twenty-two nnemployed, one is 
pnt down as being in prison — General Neal 
Dow— find another as being in Oongreis, my 
fiicnd from Kentucky [llr. Smith] who iio?v 
Etands by my side. 

Several of these twenty-two G3ueral3 thai 
unemployed bare been relieved bcouso of 
wounds. They are Generals Sickles, natch, 
Tower, Barlow, Paul, Rowley, and others. 
This hill i Lould not, and properly does not, 
effect thtm. Now let uj seo who are to be 
effected. It reaches then only about a dozoa 
oterrployed officers. All tbo economy of tbo 
bill is reduced to theso officers. Who are 
they? Tbcy are Generals McCloIlan, Frc- 
motit, Buell, Wallace, MeCook, Criitendea, 
Milroy, Oglesby, Hareuff, Andrew Porter, 
Abercrombic, and Roberts. I may omit one 
or two from inadvertence. I seo by tho morn- 
ing papers that General Wallace is assigned 
to active e?nty. As a matter of course Mil- 
roy will be employed. Tbat may ba the case 
with others that 1 have named. These, then, 
ere all that will bo effected by this bill All 
tbeEaving, then, will be the salary of these 
<3cB«-r Generals. Is it fair end just to strike 
them from tbe rolls of the army because they 
have been relieved bv the riprico nr under 
the pnjudices of the President, tbe Secretary 
of War, or Genual Ualleck? If, ia tho opin- 
ion ol tbe President, ihey are no lon^r ser- 
viceable to tbe Govern uiont, why doos he not 
ditm;s3thcm? He has the no wcr. Why de- 
volve it upon Congress? Why does not the 
Executive aatuine the responsibility? 

Many cf these c iTu'ers who are ta ba aflec'cd 
ty tbis bill left civil life for the army aad sac- 
rificed pesitiocs of profit acd honor to their 
patriotic duties. General McClulUn left an 
employment of $10,000 a year at the call of 
Governor Dv:ncisoo, of Ohio, to take the com- 
mand of Western Tirginia, where bis services 
were so signal and successful. Since then he 
bsj sacrificed everything he had male ia civil 
lite, acd lives cow upon a salary less than be 
cculd obtain elsewhere. Under such circum- 
stances, I ask, is it fair to drop him from the 
rolls of ihe rrmy ? I ask it as a matter of or- 
ail nry pecuniary fairness. Not that ho would 
wi;h to be retained. I do not suit my vjto 
cn tbis bill to bis wisbeB; for 1 know that if 
bis wishes were consulted I should make no 
opjrcition to tbis measure. I place it upon 
higher ground, that of common jujlico to a 
faiihlul acd accomplished soldier. 

I know very well the argument of economy 
will be used here, and should be considered 
mIv.-hjt in ibis House. I wish it were used 
more frequently. But there is somuthins 
mote involved in Ibis bill than economy. It 
these Gecerals are dropped ia this particular 
way, it will seem to be a taint tipan tbeir 
rotor. Tbe only way to drop them in a fair 
end military way is by the amendment wnich 
I Lave proposed, or by the amendment of my 
hone ruble friend from New York (llr. Ker- 
cat ). It should be done by a board of in- 
quiry They thou id examine to see whether 
• bese officers, thus to bo ruled out of service 
bi cause cf political or other reasons, are til 

10 oo tbat duiy forwh'cli thev wero oristiilal- 
ly called into tbe service. I would like to 
read a report (rem a board stigmatiziag Mc- 
Cicllun, Buell, and Ciittenden as incomp«- 
tent. It would deeervo tsu immortality ot 
fume for the audacity aad presumptiou of the 
military criticism • 

Tl e other day, when the question wai asked 
my colleague [Mr Scbeock 1, wby it waj not 

11 It t x> lueivcly with ibe l'reeiuoat to drop 
tteEc c fficers whenever he should see proper 
(and which he has alrtody the authority to 
do) be responded tbat il would fix a sn<;m t 
upon the character of 'hese officers to rem wo 
i h< m in tbat way. It seems to m« that tho 
ei.me reason applies to tbe operation of tbis 
bill. No efficer, no soldier, should ever have 
any undeserved stain cast upon him by bis 
euperior officer, even if he be the President, 
it Dot in tbat case, wiiv should Congress do 
the seme thing, unless there ia first given a 
lair inquiry into bis military conduct and ca- 
reer? 

Suth an inquiry my amendment proposes. 
Ii is a fair propositicu. It is military. It is 
politic. It will help the service; wbilo tbe 
paisage of this bill may, without trial, orer- 
eleugb good officers and fix upoo them a s'ain 
which is worse than a wound upon thoir 
cr eracttr. 

I tave indicated in my amendment that 
those who bave received the thanks of Con- 
gress should be made an exception to this 
proprced refotm. I do not disguise the fact 
tbtt my intention is to except from trie oper- 
ation ot ihe bill such men as Gen. McCietlan 
w ho did receive the thanks of Congas.

S, bench] was cot present in the last Hoosb to 
give the sanction of his distinguished mid- 
tarv judgment upon those "high military 
qneliues" of General McClellaa, "which se- 
cure important results with but little sacrifice 
of human life." The yeas and nays were not 
cUied upm that resolution for tho simple rea- 
son that every member believed in it.

Mr. Si.ei.ker, it is hardly necssiary aad 
scartely proper for mo here to uotico such 
calumnies, but as tbey bave been circulated 
by tbe Administration party throughout tue 
Sued, tbeir cortection ehou d have au exten- 
sive cii culaliou. I trust, Mr. Speaker, with 
your pirmiision, that the reporters io tho 
gallery « ill give as wide a circulation to this 
denial as was giver, to tbo slander which was 
slatted under ihu auspices of some of your 
peculiar friecds.

Let us bo careful ot 
the character and reputation of men wao 
have served the country so realously and so 
well, even though their political opinions aad

Mr. Speaker, there are various objections 
that might be urged against tbis bill, wbiob 
a military man could more properly jndge 
than mjselt. There is a Sort of seusibi'ity 
among military men which takes alarm at any 
attempt to place them servilely before th- 
Executive. Tbia biil proposes to do this. We 
bave enough of this eringiogahj 'ctnessin the 
civil service, although it is dieavowed that 
this bill originated in partisan passion and 
personal rancor. And although I hava ac- 
cepted tbal dier.vowftl, yet the people of this 
country and the ga!!ar.t soldiers of the army, 
in spite of such aitcla'mers, will look upon it 
in that lipht. An honorable body lika thia 
should repudiate all such sinister appearances 
by repudiating the bill itself.

I hare just heard of a disastrous circum- 
stance, which, in its appalling character, is 
enough to chill the blood with horror to thick 
of. The fects of the case, »a related by Lieut. 
Maurice Watkins, lQlh O. V. I., are substan- 
tially these: The above named officer, in 
charge of a limber, which was filled with cap 
shell, belonging to some superfluous artil- 
lery, which was then being transferred from 
Fayette Court-house to Lieut! Frank M. Sladc, 
Ordnance Officer for this Division, was the 
cause of launching one poor fellow into eter- 
nity. The said limber, driven by a soldier of 
Siriimonds's battery, named Onlucky, had 
coma from Fayette to the foot of Cotton moun- 
tain, and there laid over until the morning of 
the bib. Tha horses were theu attached, but 
bad not proceeded more than oue yard be- 
fore an explosion occurred which hurled the 
unfortunate driver, who was silting on the 
limber, such a distance in tho air that when 
his mangled acd mutilated form reached the 
earih it waa buried at least eight inches be- 
low the rurface. Upon examination it was 
found that one leg was blown entirely off, 
acd the skin, from the knee down of the 
other one, was completely severed from tke 
bont, which appeared us dry as if it had 
beeu flehhless for weeks. Oua of the horses 
was slightly hurt, the other escaped uniu- 
jured. NothiDg could be found of the pieces 
but Ui* tongue, one hub. and a few spokes. 
Another toldier, who, at the time, was sitting 
wilhin twenty feet of the scene of the catas- 
trophe, narrowly escaped » horrible death 
from one of the tires, which whirled pist his 
hesd with the veloeily of lightning. There 
is indeed something strange connected with 
the *ad affair, which has not and perhaps 
never will be eatisfactoiily explained. The 
limber and its contents had been travelling 
over a rough road all the day before and no 
person even dreamed of an explosion, bat 
the next morning it had barely left its track 
ere the affair occurred. Such a thing is hard- 
ly probable, but of course not impossible, 
that it was a diabolical scheme of some citi- 
at u- fiend in human shape who resides in the 
vicinity of the occurrence. When it is ob- 
served that no guard had been placed over 
tbe piece during the night, this supposition 
has some claims ta plausibility. Surely the 
poor soldier's fate was as unlucky as his 
name. H.

SRfe has no child of her own — but 
can turn her attention to Oviedo's yellow 
children. From wbst I learned, I came to 
the conclusion that Oviedo's social position 
is not equal to hi* wealth — that ia, even his 
enormous wealth does cot assure him or his 
wife a cordial reception amonx the crat so- 
ciety of Cuba. 

His family have rather au odorous reputa- 
tion.- They have riches but no morals. Hi* 
bister died not long since in Havana. She 
was very wealthy, but reported to have led a 
scandalous life— that is, she believed in the 
largest liberty of action. But her health 
failing, she suddenly became very devout, 
according to the forms of tho Roman church. 
Thai deTOtiOD was principally exhibited 
in ornamenting one of the churches. Santa 
Calaliua was her favorite. It is magnificent 
ly bedizened wilh gold and silver and other 
rich ornamentation— to that it may be desig 
natcd as the prettiest etatirch in Havana. It 
is cn O'Rl.ey street, cot far from the walls of 
the old city. The stranger should not omit

As I am 
partial to cobs* acd beautiful lemples to Hon 
whoownsall too riches of this earth, aa I 
stood there and heard iho soul-exalting music

ell lenient to idib failings of Oviedo's sister, 
in ihat she bad given her richer to add, us it, 
were, to the luxury of Keligion.

Iu fiao weather the 
wuter will rise into the neck of the flask even 
higher than tbe mouth cf tbe pickio battle 
and in wet acd windy weather it will fall to 
within an inch of the mouth of the flask. Be- 
fore a heavy gale of wind, the water has been 
seen to leave tbe flask altogether at least ei/ht 
inches before the gale came to its height Tho 
invention was mode by a German, and com- 
municated to a London journal.

HAMILTON POPE. 
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"A gati,'' the Washington correspondent 
of the Cincinnati Gazette, is tailing soma very 
Significant ta'es out of school. "Ilow long 
ago has it been," he says, "since grave Re- 
publican Senators were declaring here, in 
public conversation, that if the seat of Gov- 
ernment were in aoy large city, the imbecility 
of the Administration would provoke a revs- 
ldtion within thirty days? Or who does not 
kicw, tbi-t, within leas than eightoia months, 
prominent leaders of public opinion wore con- 
sulting as to the propriety of demanding 
Air. Lincoln's resignation, as the only 
means of saving the government?'' "Ag- 
atb," who is not tin Ami- Lincoln man, 
adds: "Doubtless this was unfair— I do not 
discuss that — bat it teas a fact." Yes, and it 
was based upon fact*, too. The imbecility of 
the Administration was and is unquestiona- 
ble. Yet the conservatives of the country are 
stigmatized as disloyal by the minions of abo- 
litionism for re.'usiog to aid in re-electing as 
President a man whoac prominent supporters 
have been cencaUing as to the propriety of 
demanding his resignation uthe only means 
of saving the government ! Surely those who 
believe Mr. Lincoln's general policy wrong 
and destructive miy be excused for opposing 
his re-election, when even those who believe 
his general policy light and efficacious havo 
been driven to look upon his resignation as 
the only hope of tho national solvation. 

"The Nails at Washim; tou and othur 
Posmb." Bp John James Piatt and Sillie 
J*. Bryan Piatt. New York: Walter Low, 
823 Rioadway. L-ndon: Sampson Low, 
fc'er, & Co., 1864. Pp. 150. 
This tastelul volume contaim forty-four 
poems by Mr, and twenty-two poems by Mrs. 
Piatt. Congeniality in tasks between hus- 
band and wife was never more charmingly 
exemplifi'jd. We would fain treat thes; poems 
as the product of two miad3 interfused and 
made one; but the writings of the one are so 
distinguished from those of the other in style, 
though not co much in thought, that to do 
this would be sacrificing too much to a poet- 
ical idea. We shall therefore treat them sep- 
arately in their order. The poem3 of Mr. 
Piatt shall have our first attention. 

Whoever i3 conversant with Poetical Li'/- 
erature cannot fail to admire tho perfect fresh- 
ncss and originality of these poems— bath in 
their subjects, which are taken from new 
sources, and in the style of the writer. 

It is difficult to take up anew volume now- 
a-dajs which does not thow the influence of 
psets whose mannerisms have become so 
thoroughly iientiSed with themselves that we 
are unwilling to see the sime in any one else. 
Poe, Hood, Longfellow, and especially Ten- 
nysor, exercise a fearful influence in this 
respect. We would Bay to a young poet: 
"First of all, avoid Ike style of each and all 
poets distinguished by mannerism." We look 
in vain for a single lino in Mr. Piatt that re- 
minds us of any other poet. This is the 
greatest praise. Now if we find that Mr. 
Piatt is a poet, he surely has a fair start in the 
woild, since this is his first volume. The ex- 
tracts which we publish speak for themselves, 
and will satisfy any person capable of appre- 
ciating poetry that the author is indeed one 
of that sacred few whose mission among man 
iB to interpret the beautiful. 

While we assert that Mr. Piatt is perfectly 
original, we cannot say that we always like 
his Style. It is sometimes involved: it makes 
use of too many parentheses. Like Brown- 
ing, too, he is many times obscure, with this 
difference — that, whereas Browning is near- 
ly always obscure, Piatt is not. Some of his 
poems, indeed, exhibit none of these fault3 
whatever. It is said of Browning that his 
poetry wiil repay the study of poets them- 
selves; bo will the following little poem, which 
is entitled 

APART. 

"At sea are tossing ship* ; 

On shore are dreaming shells, 
And tbo watting L: .-wi aim lae loving lips, 
Blossoms aud bridal bolls. 

"At aea are sails agleam ; 

On shore are longing eyes, 
A nd the far horizon's haunting dream 

Of ships ibat Bail the skies. 

"At sea arc masts that rife 

Like speciros from the deep; 
On shore an- tho ghosts of drowning cries 

That cross the waves o! sleep. 
% 

"At sea are wrecks a-strand ; 

On shore are shells that moan. 
Old anchoi s bnricd iu barren sand, 

Sea-mibtand droams alone." 

Mi. Piatt is especially happy when he lets 
bis exuberant fancy run wild — as in "Tne 
Blackberry Fjrm," or in the following trnly 
exquisite production which celebrates the 
budding life of his bahy daughter:

"maiden Matian, born iu May, 
When the earth with flowers wis gar. 
And the ilonrs ty day and night 
TVore the jewels of delight: 
Half a year has vanlsh'd by

June with dauciDg teaf-rri>wn'd Honrs, 
July red wiih harvest rust, 
_ Swarthy August white with dnst, 
Mild September clothed iu gold,

In view of the fact that nearly all blank 
verse now written reminds you either of 
Wordsworth. Milton, Shakespeare, or Tenny- 
son, we cannot too mnch commend the idio- 
syncratic character of "Leaves at my Win- 
dow," which we would gladly quote entire. 
"The Bnried Organ," "The Golden Hand," 
and "Moonrise" arc remarkable po«ms. "Th? 
FirBt Fire" and "The Last Fire" are two po- 
errs of domestic felicity that make ns al- 
most envy the happiness suggested by their 
warmth. What can be sweeter than this? 

"So let the Last Fire flame and fall, 
The ghostly ember shadows crawl. 
The ashes fill the hearth : 

1 he cricket travels where we go, 

Ami Borne w UU the Heaven belcto 
Ti— ■JSaWnias) ftl Earth r' 

Among the sonnets in this volume, one of 
tho best is that referring to the bust of Secre- 
tary Chase, and dated January, 1859. 

We now como to tho twenty-two poems of 
Mrs. Piatt. Here we find all th9 freshness of 
thought that we have seen in Mr. Piatt, and t 
for our part, we must confess that we like her 
style more than his. On the whole, however, 
her poems are more conventional, if we may 
apply that word to productions that by them- 
selves alone would never suggest it We do 
cot know a more beautiful invocation than 
the modest two verses which preface hor po- 
ints: 

TO THE WORLD. 
Sweot world, i( you will hear me now : 

I may not own a sounding Lyre ; 
And wear my MOM upon my brow, 

Liko some great jewel full of fire. 

But M me, singing, sit apart 

In tender quiet, with a few, 
And keep my lame cpon my heart,, 

A little blush-rose wet with dew. 

Mrs. Piatt, with a great delicacy and ten- 
cerntta in tbtu->ht and expression, has often 
a full and coble use of language for corres- 
ponding tbemea and feelings: her words often 
move with a stately procession of grace and 
simplicity, which few women attain to in po- 
etry. Among pooms of this latter descrip- 
tion we mny mention "A Night and Morn- 
ing," "Home Again," "To a Dead Bird," the 
! jit: r combining a gentle and ethcrial pon- 
ei>eness with fine painting and vigorous ex- 
pression, and the sublime annuary entitled 
"A Yeai— MDCCCLX." Tho last mentioned 
coLtnins such lines as follows, touching the 
Italian sliuggle of 18G0 and the first lurid 
threatening of cur gigantic rebellion: . 

Nov reels a mshtrnire throne 
Firm t>e crushed bo6om oftbeMcilies, 
The couth's brief dream ol blood wakes ia thoBuu ; 
Glad w luds sag on tho blue Italian svas 
And glad men blosa me by their olivo trees ; 
Now, in the clouds above a younger laud, 
With aw fnl eyis lixed on its destinies, 
'1 he liowniug sou » of its dead Glorious stand 
Ai.d tea a hery madness, that would blast 
God's miracle o( freedom, kindling fost. 

Another potiu of this class is "An Eagle's 
Pinme from Palestine," which vividly imat;- 
IneS the falling of a struck eagle with 

A flying farewell to the suuw.trd nights. 

But it is in such expressions as "My Ohost, 1 ' 
"To Matian Asleep," "A Chain from Venice," 
and the touching iyric "Heating tho Battle,' 
tlat Mrs. Piatt's heart is most at home, and 
the reader feels that he is listening lo a real 
voice. Wo copy : 

HEARING THE ItATTLK, 
Jolt 21, 1861. 
One day in the dreamy summer, 

On tho Sabbath hills, from alar 
We heard the solemu echoes 
Of the fird fierce words at war. 

Ab, toll me, thou vailed Watcher

Till these noises again aro dumb? 

And soon iu a bush and glimmer 
We thought of the dark, strange fight, 

Wtroso close In a ghastly quiet

The three lines which we have italicized 
mi^ht be paiulvil at sight; they are so shadow- 
ed yet ao clear, "ily Wedding Riug" is a 
tribute to the holiness of i.,-->. ;„ and the 
sacredLees of love, which noae but a person 
thrilled, by the truth of the sculiment could 
write. "Two Blush Roses" is a poem that 
will be often quoted. There is a "dreamy 
Italian air " about it which would melt the 
in, at worldly heart into a sympathetic tender- 
ness. But, we do half remember some music 
heard in dieams which is scarcely to be com- 
partd with the delicionsnessof the farewell to 
the lit'le volume, entitled "Tun Child in rug 

STtlEhT."

Mr. Ewing need not, therefore, have his sen- 
sibilitka wounded by a document, which can- 
not in all respects be genuine, and in other 
casts, it signed at all, is signed by the same 
persons, w»o have midtt nnd signed their ap- 
plications for tbeoath of allegiance, the very 
ccuise Mr Ewing advises should bo adopied.

•John F. Howe and John Flannigan 
were arrested by order of the Provost Mar 
»hal yesterday , charged with robbing a sol- 
dier of fifty dollars. Both of tho individuals 
had formerly been in Government employ, 
attached to the detective police. The robbery 
wa3 perpetrated on the soldier several days 
go. Under various pretences they enticed 
him into a lonely, secluded part of the city, 
and forced nim to deliver up his pocket-book 
The victimized soldier reported the transaction 
to the Provost Marshal, and the military po- 
lice were at once placed upon the trail of the 
robbers. They succeeded in arresting the two 
worthies yesterday afternoon. Col. Taughan 
turned the panics over to the civil authorities 
last evening for trial. 

IgF-Tbe two hundred mechanics, mentioned 
yesterday as arriving in the city under guard, 
were sent across the Ohio river, by order of 
General Thomas, to remain during the war.

'There were two thousand two hun- 
dred and seventy hogsheads of tobacco sold

Three deeerters were seat to Nash- 
ville, two to Columbus, anl two to Coving- 
ton. 

Cause cv High Prices — One of the chief 
causes of the high prices now prevailing for 
all the necessaries of life, is the combination 
of speculators in the large markets, who buy 
up produce, fce., and lorce it up. The last 
instance is stated to be the purchase of all tho 
tea that can be bought, and over $2,000,000 
worth is cow held by the New York extor- 
tionists, and it will be speedily advanced in 
price. The same game is also being played in 
regard to coffee.

SPIKIDION'S PARIS LETTER. 

Bl'K DE LA ChaL'SSEI Ii' AntIX.I 

Pauis, February, 1861. , 

It has been some time since I challenged 
jour attention to science. My note-book is 
full of objects of scientific interest, and I can- 
not do better than to lay at least some of thom 
before you. 

We are promised another new acquaint- 
ance, it would appear from this letter, ad- 
dressed by Jions. Babinet, of the Academy of 
Sciences, to a scientific friend: 

"Dear Sir and Friend: If you nnd com- 
mon sense have any influence with the Ac- 
climation Society, exert it that wo may have 
seals in ll-o lakes of the Bois dc Boulogne 
and of Viuceimes. This is a sort of small 
Cetacious animal which is very intelligent, 
very energetic, and capable of being educated 
and domesticated. The Greeks placed their 
god Proteus to watch over the herd of seals 
Qafegtitf), whose name lias notchanged since 
the dnys of Homer. This Mediterranean an- 
imal goes tip as far northward as the highest 
latitudes or the Polar seas: It may be ob- 
jected that the seal is a salt water animal. 
But we have fresh water seals. The immuu.-ie 
Lake or Sea of Baikal, which is drained by 
the Angara, is as pure as distilled water. At 
the last catastrophe which changed this world 
to its present condition, this lake, enveloped 
in the folds of the Altaichain, was lifted up 
five hundred yards above its ancient place. 
Then it was as salt as the sea of which it 
formed part, and it fid sea seals like those 
which the Yenissec (into which the waters 
of the ADgara fall) feed in innumerable 
herds. In the course of centuries the waters 
of the Baikal doubtless gradually lost their 
fait, the seals by degrees became accustomed 
to water which constantly became less salt, 
and they now are fresh water auiiuals. They 
arc black, and rarely attain six feet in length. 
This is not the only aquatic animal Lake 
Baikal has accustomed to fresh water; there 
is a sort of herring, called "omorJs," and, 
according to a Russian geography, written 
iu French, a sort of fresh water sturgeons in 
that lake. What an admirable ornament to 
our European lakes herds of seals would be! 
If you desire further particulars, they are at 
your service. The Garden of Plants under- 
took, at my suggestion to the Institute, to 
make its travellers send us by sledges, in the 
winter of 1864—69, frch water seals from 
Lake Baikal, but — the public mule is always 
the worse packed. If measures be opportune- 
ly taken, we may, as early as the beginning 
of next winter, adorn the fakes of tho Bois de 
Boulogne with a singular herd of seals, 
brought from Irkoutask to St. Petersburg, in 
sledges, and from thence to Havre aud Paris. 
This is the way we get caravan tea. As the 
seal is not at nil delicate, the cost of trans- 
portation would be inconsiderable, and the 
result of this transportation would be as cu- 
rious as useful. Think ever the matter, 
judge for yourself, and do somclhiug if pos- 
sible. BABINET."

One of the most experienced officers of our 
cavalry regiments lecoiaiinends farmers and 
the ov. ners of horses to water their stables 
and cow houses with the phospate acid of 
mrgntsia. Ho says it will prevent nearly all 
of the contagious diseases (and especially 
the glanders) to which cattle and horses are 
subject, and all of the diseases which arise 
from great confinement, of animals. This 
suggestion is well worth remembering iu 
these days when so many diseases are rife 
among cattle. Tens and probably hundred*, 
if not thousands, of millions of dollars have 
been lost by mortality among cattle within 
the Inst eighteen months in Europe, Asia, 
aud Africa. So great have been these losses 
that in Egypt there is great suffering from 
dearth of llcah. Is it not a little strange that 
at this period of time, wheujve are able to 
stay the plague, the small-pox. and most fe 
vers, and to wrest from most other diseases 
their venom, we should look on powerless 
while the potato and the vine and the sugar 
beet and cattle (bovine, ovine, aud .porcine 
breeds) are blighted by disease? 

Yet what progress do we daily make 
medicinal science! Surgery, especially since 
I lias been aided by philosophy and the me 
cliaiiical aits, advauccs wiih a giant's strides. 
I instance the latest extmplc. You know 
there are sometimes formed in the boay cav- 
ity of the cyeexo-toses which push the eye 
forward and which exert a pressure on the 
brain which soon proves fatal. I sinpect 
this is the disease which killed poor Cra;v- 
ford the sculptor. These > xo?toses are harder 
than ivory. They arc so hardin deed, that sur- 
geons have been known to labor five hours with 
chisel and mallet ehippingaway this growth, 
and after this long period of labor succeed 
in removing only one third of the tumor. 
Imagine a surgeon knocking one's head for 
five Lours aud conceive the shock the ner- 
vous system must undergo! As long ao-o 
as 11-53 Dr Maisonneuve attempted to prac- 
tise a new method of extirpation— to remove 
at once the whole mass. This method was 
successful. A short time since he again re- 
sorted to (his method and agaiu it was 
crowned with success. A young man. nine- 
teen years old, was brought to him; the pa- 
tient had been diseased above eighteen 
months; his eye was pushed completely 
out of its orbit and ceased to receive the 
light. Death seemed imminent, and more 
than one surgeon shrank from inflicting upou 
the poor invalid what 6eemed to be wanton 
Hiiguith. Dr. Maisonneuve undertook the op 
elation. He attacked the exostosis at its base 
— it adhered to the cribiform bone by a base 
which was four centimetres (say an inch) 
square.. In a few seconds ho succeeded in 
separating the tumor, and in a few minutes he 
managed to extract the whole of it. It weigh- 
ed ninety grammes and was the size and 
shape of a hen's egg. The young man is now 
peril etly well and sees as distinctly as ever 
lie did. 

You know, too, that wc have now an 
opthalmoscopc which we owe to Helmholu, 
the eminent physiologist. His favorite snd 
most zealous pupil, Uerr Liebrleb', has just 
published a very curious atlas of plates by 
winch he exhibits the results of ail the ex- 
plorations of the eye made with bis master's 
admirable instrument. The first plate repre 
nails the eye; in its normal state, then succeed 
plates exhibiting the modification which take 
place in the interior of the eye, and which are 
visible by means of the oplhaliuoscope. Dr. 
Velpeau, the eminent, bat too old, surgeon (I 
saw him perforin an operation recently in 
which he caused' the patient a great deal of 
uunecetsmy pain from his want of streugth), 
spoke in the highest toruis of this work at 
a late meeting of the Academy of Sciences; 
he said: "The study of diseases of the eye 
has reci ntly made impo tant progress. With- 
out accepting for absolutely inaoiistraied cv- 
eiything which Helmholtz, LTebrich, Oraefe, 
Douders, Cusso, and Kollin have advanced 
for true, I do not hesitate to say that they de- 
serve the thanks of science and that opihal- 
moscopy promises to do as much for the eye 
as Laenuec did for the breast when he in- 
vented mediate auscultation." Dr. Itayer 
commended the Work iu terms which were 
not less warm. 

An extremely important discovery has been 
made in a branch of scieuce which interests 
all of us— for who is not liable to be called 
upon as a juror in a criminal prosecution? 
who cau say that he may not be arraigned 
(no crime often er brings innocent people to 
the bar) for poisoning? Marsh's appara- 
tus for the discovery of arsenic has been 
found to be an unfaithful guide. Everybody 
who has read a report of a trial for poisoning 
by arsenic knows that Marsh's apparatus ' is 
constantly used to discover the existence of 
ars-cDic in the contents of the victim's stom- 
ach or in his body. It is constructed on the 
known property possessed by hydrogen gas 
when it is in process of fonnatiou to absorb 
tho arsenic contained in its soluble com- 
pounds and to form with the arsenic a gas- 
eous hydrure. Marsh's apparatus consists 
of a bottle wiih two tubes containing water, 
iron or zinc, and an acid which aiduhe.decom- 
position of the water by the metal. The ob- 
jects in which it is suspected arsenic may 
lurk are introduced into the bottle, anil the 
waste-tube or tube communicating with ex- 
terior air tapers towards the end that the 
chemical analyst may fire the gas without 
danger of explosion. If somecold substance 
on which arsenic has no power (for instance 
a porcelain saucer) be placed in this flame 
the least trares of the arsenic are revealed by 
a diposite which once seen can never be for- 
gotten. Experts summoned as witnesses 
commonly declare to the court before which 
the criminal trial takes place that there has 
bee n poisoning when this deposite appears 
or that there has been no poisoning when no 
traces of this deposite are visible. Mons. 
Blondlot recently demonstrated (and I be- 
lieve to the satisfaction of the Academy of 
Sciences) that Marsh's apparatus may be in 
error both ways, namely, that it may appa- 
rently reveal traces of poison, where no poi- 
son could have existed, and that it may con- 
ceal arsenic where arsenic was unquestiona- 
bly present. If the acid used to obtain the 
hydrogen contains the least trace of a nitrous 
compound which may produce amniouiac 
then a solid — and not a gaseous — hydrure 
will be produced, which will remaiu in the 
tube mixed with the organic substances in- 
troduced therein. On the other hand it may 
be (as is sometimes the case) that the sul- 
phuric acid which is commonly used to strain 
hydrogen contains traces both of arsenic 
and oi azotic acid. Under these circum- 
stances the "trial" experiment produces 
nothing but a solid hydrure, and the expert 
will feel convinced that his acid is pure, 
when after the introduction of the suspected 
subslances they produce a new reaction, 
which may decompose the sold hydrura and 
exhibit the ar.-rnical deposit on the porce 
lain saucer, which arsenical deposit would 



bo traced to the suspected substances al- 
theiugh they were absolutely innocuous. 
How one trembles to think of the lives which 
may have been sacrificed through some error 
like this! Eow often has circumstantial ev- 
idence thipwrecked justice! The advocates 
of the abolition of capital punishment de- 
duce from these cruel cases arguments to 
support their cause. They err. Is it a less 
horrible thought to believe the innocent im- 
prisoned with felons, shackled with chains 
and blasted in honor and name? 1 believe 
that there arc few thoughtful men who would 
not prefer the gallows whose terrors are ac- 
cumulated in a few urinates to a life in a 
-dungeon with no companions but felons and 
no liberty except the length of the chain may 
allow. Our law is wiser than these philan- 
thropists; for it adnionishts ju/ies that it is 
better tbatninety-and-nine iruilty men should 
escape scot-free of jmtice than that one inao- 
ceut rtan should peri-h. Our law looks be- 
yond this fleeting shadow which flies f.-o n 
cradle to grave; it looks upon that awful nio- 
mint.whirh, however far off it may b", is 
never remote, when all men shall appear be- 
fore the Marcher of hearts from whom no 
eecret is hid; while our philanthropists in 
their vanity would usurp our Judge's part, 
nnd, though woims like all the rest of us, 
play God upon earth. 

Mens. Cbcvreul (so well known to you by 
his book on colors, which every woman aad 
eveiy man should read every time they tl iak 
of going to the mantua-maker's or to the tail- 
or's; and who ought to be so gratefully 
known, for his great d iscovery of stearine, to 
all the chandlers and oilmen that he ha3 en- 
riched), has laid before the Academy of 
Sciences an old memoir whose history will 
raUe a smile. Twenty odd years ago Mons. 
Ohevieul was besought by an eminent artist 
(who was charged with the restoration of the 
stained glass of a great French Cathedral) 
to furnish him with some recipe for clean ng 
Stained glass whose transparency was d;- 
stroyed by the deposits time had made on the 
snrfi.ee of the glass. Mons. Cbcvreul applied 
himself to ibis study with wouted zeal aad 
succeeded iu discovering an efficacious mith- 
od for restoring Mained glass to its prisliae- 
lustre. It was so successful, Mons. Cherreal 
spoke ofittoMous.de Gasparfn, who was 
then President of the Archeological Committee 
mar the Ministry of Public Iustructio i. 
Mons. de Gaspariu mentioned it to his col- 
leagues in great admiration. To his sur- 
mife they lecHvcd the communication with 
BOSUIny. They called it an act of vandal- 
i.'rn to burnish up time stained windows. 
They vowed ojn<,u' stained ^lass winrowi 
infiuitely preferable to translucent {jlas^! 
1 Ley compared the deposit formed on the 
Venerable windows by the beadle's Iroon 
and tho congregation's piepowder to the pa- 
tina cm Greek and Roman coins. And mark 
you all these hostile declarations were made 
although the committee had never seen a win- 
dow cleaned by Mous. Chevreul's raeihod. 
Who, do you suppose, were on this commit- 
tee? There were Mons. Victor Hugo an l 
Mons. Prosper Merimee, Mons. Ampere, 
Mous. Ruoule Rochette, Mons. Sainte Ueuve, 
Mons. Lenormand, and others like them. Oh, 
"the follies of the wise!" What a lor.g cat- 
alogue they would make were they »U mar- 
shalled in letter press! The artist who con- 
sulted Mods. Cbcvreul ran to the Gobelins 
[jouknow Mons. Chevreul has long beeWrthe 
bead chyniist of Lcs Gobelins) as fast as h I 
could go to beg the eminent chymist to si- 
lence: "Don'e speak of it; don't let any- 
body know that 1 applied to you; for if vo i 
do 1 shall receive no more orders from the 
government, 1 shall be tabooed." Monsieur 
Chevreul would not compromise an artist and 
rspi cially an artist who was his friend— he 
kept silent for twenty years. Some time 
since Mons. Prosper Lafaye, who was charged 
by the government to restore St. Gervais's 
Church, made application tohiin oa the same 
subject. Mons. Chevreul told him the ludi- 
crous story I have ju=t related to you. Mons. 
Prosper Lafaye was Dot daunted aud laid it 
before the new archeoiogical comuaittee who 
granted him permi-sion to use it. This i* 
the method recommended by Mons. Chevreul 
W ash the stained glass w.th an abundance 
cf puie water; text, soak them in water con- 
taining 9 degrees (measured by Baumu's 
areometre) of sub carbonate of soda until the 
deposit be saturated w - ii.li water and the sur- 
face of the glass covered by the deposit be 
well wet; this operaiion requires some five to 
twelve days; then wash the glass with abun- 
dance of waler; next, soak them in chlor 
hydricscid of 4 degrees strong; lastly, wash 
them with an abundance of pure waler. If 
there be places on the stained glas3 where tho 
deposit adheres after these operations rub the 
places with sifted brick dust, moistened with 
chlorhydric acid of 4 degrees slroug. If it 
be necessary to complete the whole cleansing 
in a few hours the action of the pure water 
may le aided with sub-carbonate of soda 
chlorhydric acid of 4 degrees strong, and an 
ivory knife and brick dust may be used 
Moiu-ieur Chevreul iusisls in the most streu^ 
uous manner lhat before his method be used 
it should first be tried on a worthless piece of 
the stained glass which is to be cleaned that 
the ojxrator may be assured in advance that 
none of these chemical agents cau injure the 
stained glass. In the same memoir Mons 
Chevreul examined the question: Why does 
old stained glass produce iu general more 
effi ct than modern stained glass? He thinks 
we have no good means of fairly judging be 
Lween the two. Ho says lhat glass of small 
dimensions, eet in lead, necessarily produces 
(all other tilings being equal) the maximum 
effect; consequently, when the modern glass 
Itainet is called upon to make panes of great 
dimension he is unable to produce the euVt 
of the old glass slainers. Furthermore, the 
moderns use stained and clear glass in the 
same building, which greatly diminishes ihe 
effect of the stained glass. Then (am uig 
other causes of the inferiority of m ideru 
stained glass) theie is the thinness of the 
pane and its equal thickness (or thiu sssj 
and its more perfect chemical composition 
roar its effect. Mons. Regi.ault (the mana- 
ger of the Servus porcelain manufactory), 
rose after Mous. Chevreul sat down, and con- 
firmed his observations, say ing too. that he 
bad pressed the government to manufacture 
the glass intended for staining bv easting 
instead of blowing, to avoid the monotonous 
effect pf light on plain surface— and lo mix 
levera] substances foreign to glass todlmin 
ish its transparency. You hive now the 
opinion of the most competent judges in 
France on this interesting question, and I 
think you may draw from their statements 
that uirdern glass stainers may manufac- 
ture stained glass as briliiaut us any ihe 
mediaeval artists have left us if thev will 
but make their glass under the same con- 
ditions.

Mfpsi-p. Doolittle and Howe presented a 
memorial from the citizens of Wisconsin pnv- 
log fer an increased duty of ten per cent on 
wool ot foreign production. Referred ta 
Finance Committee. 

Numerous remonstrances against the same 
wire presented and referred. 

Mr. Trumbull, from the Judiciary Commit- 
ter, called np his sabstitu'o for the bill con- 
cerning the disposition of convicts in the 
courts of the United States, for tbe subsisting 
of perer-ns in jails, charged with violating the 
laws of the United States, and for diminish- 
ing the expenses in relation thereto. Passed 
Tie bill Uitines the duties of wardens aud 
Marshals in the Tcnitoriea and the Distric ol 
Columbia. 

The ae-tmakiDg appropriations for the lag* 
is'atire, executive, aud judicial expenses wjs 
Unen up and reed.

Mr. Wilson presented a petition of the Ba- 
ton ooards of trade praying for the construc- 
tion of a ship eanal around Niagara Falls.

Mr. MoDcurall introduced a bill to 
aicerlain the seUement of certain private 
land c'a-ms in California. Referred to the 
Comrpit'ee on Lands. 

Mr. Wilkinson introduced a bill to Rid the 
construction ot railroads in ilinnesoti. Re- 
lerred. 

Mr. Fetserden reported from the Finance 
Cimmit'.ee the arn;y appr.ipria-.i n bill, with 
a few unimportant amendments. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consider- 
ation of the House appro->riition bill for legis- 
lative, executive, and judieitl excenses ofthe 
f-ovrrcruent for tho next fiscal year.

The adjeuir.iiiK hour expired b«foro final 
action was taken on this resolution. 

The national bunk or c urrency bill was then 
parsed by yeas 88, nays 03. 

The House considered Northern Pacific 
Railroad bill.

Stevens offered a resolution to increase 
priEent foreign duties fifty par cent, and tsi 
articles now tree ten per cent The House 
relusad to suspend rules.

Washington, April 18. 
In order to correct an crronoou'j impression, 
it is pre per to state that the President's order 
of March last requires that the amount* of 
men raised by voluntary enlistments must bo 
made up by ibe 1 lib of April, and tha draft be 
made as soon thereafter as practicable. No 
authority is given for the saasertion that it will 
take placs on the latof May. Tbereara more 
or Icfs necetsary and real delays connected 
with a proper agistment of accounts with a 
view to a draft. 

The Senate to-day confirmed, in extrstses- 
fion, tbe following Dominations: D. W. Wil- 
der, oi Kansas, Surveyor-General of the 
District of Kansas and Nebraska; First Lieu- 
tenant F. O. Kennedy to Captain, and S.-cond 
Lieutenant J, C. Harris to be First Lieutenant 
in the marine corps. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
adjourned sine die to-day, after announcing 
decisions in a long list of cases.
